(B y U nited T ress) 
Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 28.—Gov­ 
ernor McCray who sot out two years 
ago to characterise his administra­ 
tion in history as one of highway and 
educational improvements, saw his 
road program and ideas for school 
reforms jeopardised in the legisla­ 
ture today. 
The law maker 
who vitiated !ii> 
recommendations 
for making 
tin* 
county instead of the township a 
limit of school administration 
by 
making the matter optional with the 
various counties, were deliberating 
on a second plea ot tin* executive 
for money to build 
and 
maintain 
state highways. 
The county unit bill which would 
have taken school matters out ot 
the hands of trustees would have ap ­ 
plied to every county in the state* 
in it si original form. 
Friends ot the 
measure say its value was greatlv 
decreased hy the amendment. 
Another favorite measure of the 
governor’s— the $2,000,000 appropri­ 
ation for completing the reformatory 
at Pendleton -was threatened also. 
The house of representatives which 
had reduc<s 1 the amount to $1,500,000 
was not receptive toward the senate 
change which restorted il to $2,000- 
000. 
Other increases in the appro­ 
priations sponsored by adm inistra­ 
tion whips in the senate were not 
favorably viewed in the house of 
representatives, where a few insur­ 
gent republicans voting with tin* deni 
erratic minority can overthrow tin 
entire constructive program outlined 
by the governor. 
A committee of house republicans 
was trying to devise some means ot 
providing money to sustain the high­ 
way commission and permit Indium 
to benefit hy federal aid in road con­ 
struction. 
Federal aid to the extent 
oi $(»,000,000 would lu* extended the 
state if Indiana provides an equal 
amount* 
Thus far, the legislature has re­ 
fused to provide a tax on gasoline 
ami it reduced the increase on auto­ 
mobile license fees recommended by 
Governor McCray. Provision was in­ 
serted in the license fee 
bill 
that 
half the proceeds be returned t*» the 
counties. Expecting these measures to 
hg approved, no provision was made 
in the general appropriation bill for 
the highway commission. 
As a result of action by the leg­ 
islature—•■unless 
it reverses 
itself 
during the l a s t week <d the session 
before adjournment March 
the high 
way department will receive anproxi 
mutely $2,000,000 annually. 
It bad 
been expected that troni 
$(1.000,(S00 
t«, $9,000,000 would be provided. 
Governor McCray in outlining the 
situation to the republican represen­ 
tatives told them that unless they 
provided some money f<»r the highway 
commission, an enormous increase 
in the general property tax would he 
necessary or the highway commis­ 
sion would bo unable to function. 
With the 
legislature 
adjourning 
sine die next Monday, there w.i^ some 
fear that the appropriation bill would 
he caught in the la>t minute rush and 
would suffer from it. 
*’lie bill pass­ 
ed t!u* house, was amended by the 
senate and returned to tin* house for 
concurrence in senate animcndmeiits.

the bill,no more licenses shall be is- 
sued after" Dec. 1, 1923, except pn 
basis of credentials showing amount 
and kind oj work actually completed 
in accredited or approved institu- 
tions.
